“Although our people appeared 
for work at Wonder, Remar, Kil- 
patrick, Hagstrom, Safeway and 
Homecraft bakeries, they were 
locked out when pickets of a sister 
organization were placed before the 
Langendorf Bakery in Berkeley last 
Sunday,” stated Paul Fuhrer, busi- 
ness representative of Bakery Dri- 
vers’ Union No. 432. 

“We have been in negotiation for 
a new contract with these employ- 
ers since September Ist and are 
still hopeful of arriving at a satis- 
factory agreement. However, this 
situation has complicated matters. 
Bakers and Bakery Wagon Drivers 
are, and have been, willing to work 
at all bakeries not picketed and 
make deliveries to army camps, 
hosp!tals, restaurants and the gen- 
eral public. The Remar Baking 
Company has retained a number of 
bakers and bakery drivers and is 
supplying the armed forces. Mothers 
Cake and Cookie Company, Grand- 
ma Cake and Cookie Company, 
People’s Bakery, all Latin Bak- 
eries, pie, sweet dough bakeries and 
all other bakeries are not involved 
and are operating at capacity,” 
stated Fuhrer.

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TO REMEMBER 


Holiday Greetings From 
C. J. Haggerty, Secretary, 
California State 
Federation of Labor 


SAN FRANCISCO. — For 
nearly four long agonizing 
years we have been straining 
forward to the time when we 


could spend the holiday season 
free of the heartbreaking evil of 
cruel and horrible bloodshed. When 
we could genuinely share “peace on 
earth” with our fellow men. When 
our boys would be out of the fox- 
holes and could come home. When 
we could start working for peace 
and an economy of full employment 
that would give it real meaning. 
When we could rejoice with our 
fellow men that the blood-letting 
had stopped. 


Now that time is here. This will 
be the first Christmas and New 
Year—after the seemingly endless 
interlude of terrible warfare—which 
we can rightfully observe in the 
true Yuletide spirit befitting it. For 
this we shoujd all be thankful. 


But, in the midst of our gratitude 
and genuine joy that the war is 
over and we can observe this year’s 
holidays under appropriately serene 
circumstances, it should not be 
taken amiss if, in our eagerness 
and determination to cling to peace, 
we take the privilege of expressing 
a few concerns for its perpetuation. 

Nowhere in the world is there 
ability as great as resides in our 
country to provide guidance and 
help to heal the wounds of a sick 
and war-weary people. This great 
responsibility must become an in- 
tegral part of the pattern of our 
thoughts and actions. Motivated by 
this spirit, we cannot help realizing 
that if America is to play the con- 
structive role expected of, it, in 
world affairs, it must first put its 
own house in order, and to do so 
will require as great an effort, at 
least, as we put forth in the war. 


No one can deny that a jobless 
man is unable to enjoy Christmas 
as he should. A nation with millions 
of unemployed cannot be a happy 
nation, much less strong enough to 
help others. Employment is our 
most immediate problem. Yet, de- 
spite its urgency, Congress still re- 
mains deaf to the pleas of the Presi- 
dent and the people to enact the full 
employment bill. Instead, it has 
spent its time emasculating this 
bill. Apparently, the spirit of 
Christmas has not penetrated with 
sufficient strength into the cham- 
bers of Congress. 

To be homeless, especially on 
Christmas, is also a sad state of af- 
fairs. Yet there are literally mil- 
lions without adequate shelter, 

jungled up in hovels, cramped into 
sardine-can accommodations. There

Daniel P. Haggerty, 
Outstanding Labor 
Leader, Passes On 


SAN FRANCISCO.—Unexpected- 
ly and with startling shock to his 
legion of friends, death struck down 
Daniel P. Haggerty, vice president 
of the San Francisco Labor Council 
and former president of the Cali- 
fornia State Federation of Labor, 
on Monday night, December 17th, 
at his home in San Francisco. 
Brother Haggerty apparently suf- 
fered a heart attack and passed 
away on the evening of the meet- 
ing of the San Francisco Central 
Labor Council, where for many 
years he had presided in his ca- 
pacity as vice president. 

Dan, as he was known to thou- 
sands of his friends throughout the 
State of California, was president of 
the California State Federation of 
Labor from 1912 to 1915 inclusive. 
It may be said without qualifica- 
tion that he was one of the most 


| popular and best liked officials of 


labor, against whom it is doubtful 
if anyone bore a grudge. 

He had been identified with the 
labor movement for the past four 
decades and served unselfishly with- 
out seeking fame or acknowledg- 
ment for the services he so capably 
and generously contributed. 

Brother Haggerty will be mourned 
by the labor movement in the state, 
as well as throughout the nation. 
He leaves behind him an enviable 
1ecord of achievement as a devoted 
champion of labor's fight, and the 
influence of his judgement will be 
sorely missed. The Federation joins 
in the bereavement of the members 
of his family, and mourns the pass- 
ing of this outstanding and upright

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Know Your Unemployment Insurance 


By State of California Department of Employment 
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This is No. 10 (and the last) 
thoroughly inform you of your ri 


California Unemployment Insurance Act. 


INTERSTATE CLAIMS 


Any worker who has earned suffi- 
cient wage credits in California in 
employment subject to the act may 
file a claim against California in 
any state, Alaska, Hawaii, or the 
District of Columbia. 


Through the Interstate Benefit 
Payment Plan, subscribed to by the 
Unemployment Compensation Agen- 
cies in the respective states, a 
claimant may use the registration 
for work and claims taking machin- 
ery of any other state in order to 
draw unemployment insurance un- 
der the law of the state of Cali- 
fornia. 

If a California worker is unem- 
ployed while residing in another 
state, he should follow the same 
procedure exactly as though he 
were still in the state of California, 
namely: register for work in USES 
and file a claim against California 
with the Unemployment Compen- 
sation Division of the other state. 
Usually both of these organizations 
have staffs in the same local office. 


REMEMBER THESE THINGS 


1. The purpose of unemployment 
benefits is to provide an income for 
unemployed workers who are ready, 
able and willing to work while they 
are trying to find new jobs.

Some weeks ago it was predicted 
that in the event of the failure of 
the Labor-Management Conference, 
the President would move swiftly. 


He has so 
moved. His 
proposals fol- 


lowed the gen- 
eral lines fore- 
seen: if concil- 
iation, media- 
tion and arbi- 
tration fail, to 
set up fact- 
finding bodies, in situations which 
affect the public interest, which 
would require a cooling off period 
during which no strike would be 
allowed. 

It was felt in the Administration 
that this proposal would do several 
things. It would not deny the right 
of the workers to strike, but only 
postpone a strike. It would safe- 
guard the public interest. It would 
bring public opinion to bear on the 
situation, without government pres- 
sure. And it would not halt pro- 
duction unnecessarily. 

Hence it was a severe disap- 
pointment to the Administration 
that organized labor reacted so 
unfavorably and so quickly. For 
President Truman’s proposal was 
precisely what Mr. Reuther of the 
CIO was calling for in the automo- 
bile strike, and the idea of fact- 
finding had been accepted in ad- 
vance by many responsible labor 
leaders. These must have known at 
that time that such a _ proposal 
would also call for a truce while 
the fact-finding was going on, a | 
procedure followed by the Railway | 
Brotherhoods, of the Railway Medi- | 
ation Act. 

Another thing which the Admin- 
istration had in mind went un- 
noticed. It was that a moderate 
proposal, coming from the Presi- 
dent with the backing of Secretary 
Schwellenbach, would smother the 
extreme, oppressive bills which have 
been introduced by labor-haters, 
and which might have an excellent 
chance of passing through a coali- 


jtion of Republicans and Southern 


Democrats. This position is now 
greatly jeopardized, it was felt, by 
labor’s swift opposition. 

The fact is well known in Wash- 
ington that revolt is brewing in the 
AFL against its present leader- 
ship, even in the all-powerful build- 
ing trades unions.

The Lewis voice and Lewis man- 
ner dominated the committee room 
as did his replies to the more daring 
of the tory Congressmen who 
sought to tangle with him. 

Early in his two-hour appearance, 
Lewis said the bill should “be en- 
titled a bill to relieve the economic 
destitution of college professors,” 
because of its provision to pay 
members of the fact-finding panels 
at a maximum of $100 a day. 

After charging that the panel 
members “would sit on a case all 
summer,” Lewis asked “is that abat- 
ing labor unrest, or is it merely 
forcing on labor a form of compul- 
sory arbitration.” He warned 
against the broad powers given 
these boards or panels in the bill. 
He said the measure was taken up 
“to appease the millionaires who 
are frightened by the growing 
strength of labor.” 

Lewis lauded the war production 
record of American workers and 
asked “is this form of legislation 
the reward of the people of Amer- 
ica? Why, gentlemen, you can't 
take away the liberty of Americans. 
_.. Take away my liberty and I will 
fight you, I care not who you are. 
I say that for myself and I say it 
for labor.”

Right To Strike “Sacred,” 
Wm. H. Davis Says 


NEW YORK CITY.—One of the 
nation’s veteranssin the field of la- 
bor relations — William H. Davis, 
tormer chairman of the National 
War Labor Board —- sounded an 
urgent warning against legislation 
designed to suppress strikes. 

Addressing the Society for the 
Advancement of Management, Davis 
declared that “the right to strike is 
an inalienable right that cannot be 
removed by law.” 

“It is as fundamental as the first 
10 amendments to the Constitu- 
tion,’ he said. “It can only be 
diminished by agreement, as you 
substitute reason and persuasion for 
force.” 
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the Norton bill, Lewis inquired 
“has Congress forgotten its own 
miserable fiasco in enacting the 
Smith-Connally harness bill?” He 
recounted how the Smith-Connally 
law had been used by his miners 
to defeat its very purposes and 
“showed that it was a failure. That 
is what will happen to this legisla- 
tion if Congress dares to enact it.” 

The UMW leader said the General 
Motors strike in Detroit “eould be 
settled in 10 days if the govern- 
ment would give to GM a price for 
cars where they can make and sell 
them at a fair profit.” He contended 
price controls should be removed 
quickly from all business. 


As to the union involved, Lewis 
described its tactics as stupid and 
referred to its “poor, blundering 
leaders,” as ho said the “dishonesty 
on one side by the company is 
equal only to the stupidity on the 
other side for that labor organiza- 
tion. I hope Congress won't equal 
that stupidity by enacting this pro- 
posed legislation.” 


HOFFMAN OFFERS 
FOUR NEW ANTI- 
LABOR BILLS 


WASHINGTON.—Encouraged by 
expressions of President Harry 8. 
Truman and others, Representative 
Clare Hoffman (R., Mich.) intro-| 
duced four new anti-labor bills in 
the House December 10th. 

The first Hoffman bill would bar 
unions from the benefits of collec- 
tive bargaining for from six months | 
to a year for “unfair labor prac- | 
tices” while the second would main- | 
tain the open shop by prohibiting 
interference with the right of any | 
employe to continue in his employ- 
ment “or to join or refuse to join | 
any labor organization.” 

Hoffman's third bill would per- 
mit employers to use the right “of 
freedom of speech and press,” with- | 
out being charged with unfair labor 
practices; to fur nish meeting places | 
for company unions, and to talk 
individually with workers about | 
“problems of common interest.” As 
a clincher, Hoffman offered a bill 
tg amend the interstate commerce 
act to provide for the conviction of 
union officers and agents far re- 
moved from the scene of an alleged 
violation of the act, under a charge 
of conspiracy.

gressional intent on the subject is 
in the Flood Control Act of 1944 
which directs the Secretary of the 
Interior to ‘transmit and dispose’ of 
the power so as ‘to encourage the 
most widespread use at the lowest 
possible rates to consumers con- 
sistent with sound business prin- 
ciples.’ 


“In order to implement this policy 
of maximum use at the lowest pos- 
sible rates to consumers, the Con- 
gress has repeatedly directed that 
preference be given to public agen- 
cies in the right to buy power from 
Federal projects. Incidentally, the 
statutory preference given to public 
agencies in a Reclamation Act 
passed in 1906 and subsequent acts 
of the Congress is duplicated in al- 
most identical language in the State 
of California’s own Central Valley 
Project Act of 1933. 

“Manifestly, this expressed will of 
the Congress and the people of 
California can be realized if the 
Central Valley’s publicly generated 
power can, be delivered to the pub- 
lic agencies over publicly owned 
lines. 

“Moreover, the Bureau of Recla- 
mation itself will be the largest 
single consumer of project power. 
The project pumping plants on the 
Delta canals will require up to one- 
third of the Shasta power output. 
Should the Bureau be required to 
sell the power necessary for this 
purpose to the Pacific Gas & Elec- | 
tric Company at Shasta or Oroville, 


and then in effect to buy it back at | ff 


the Delta for use in our pumping | 
plants, certainly the higher cost of 
this arrangement would be reflected 
in the price of irrigation water to 
the San Joaquin Valley farmers. 

“The arguments of the Pacific 
Gas & Electric Company and their 
spokesmen during the past few 
months would, if accepted by the 
Congress, result in a decided and, | 
we believe, a very unfortunate re- | 
versal of Congress’ own historic 
policies.”

How 
can business expect a sustained market for its products? Today, 
business is counting on consumers’ savings to create a market, 
and unquestionably savings will help to fill the buying-power 
gap during reconversion. But savings alone cannot create a last- 
ing demand. Such a demand comes only from high wage income. | 

Recently the Federal Reserve Board studied the use consum- 
ers expect to make of their savings, and its findings show that | 
business must depend on current wage earners’ income for its 


market. 


The study covered two typical communities and the findings 
show: (1) That most of the savings were in the hands of people 
who earn more than $55 a week, and (2) That most of the 
people were saving to buy homes and farms, or to educate their 
children, or for security in old age or a reserve against emer- 
gency. Less than 10 per cent of them were saving to buy con- 


sumers’ goods.

For management, Eric Johnston, 
president of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, was the 
first to be heard by the House La- 
bor Committee. 

He expressed opposition to the 
bill because it would innure free 
enterprise by impairing the right to 
strike and because the proposed 
fact-finding boards would be given 
authority to subpoena an employ- 
er’s books and records. 

Mr. Johnston urged Congress not 
to act in haste on legislation which 
would so deeply and seriously affect 
the nation’s economic life. . 

Both the Hobbs bill and the 
Smith-Connally amendments _al- 
ready are cleared for action in the 
House, with a vote expected before 
the Christmas recess. However, the 
Senate has not given consideration 
as yet to either measure. Even if 
the House adopts these bills, as 
seems likely, the Senate may refuse 
to concur. 


YOUNG WAR VET TELLS 
ARMY “BRASS HATS” ON 
COMPULSORY SERVICE 


WASHINGTON.—While a _ score 
of generals and colonels listened 
quietly, a simple GI buck private 
opposed to peacetime conscription 
of U. S. youth told off what he 
called “army brass hats” before the 
House Military Affairs Committee 
December 13th. 

Private George L. Mark of Cleve- 
land attacked “Pentagon boy 
scouts,” the “bemedaled four flush- 
ers” and “aristoctratic phoneys of 
the Pentagon castle” for ‘“under- 
mining voluntary enlistments arg 
forcing Congress to pass a compul-| 


sory military program.” 


PASS THE 
HOBBS BILL 


WASHINGTON. When the 
House worked itself up into a 
lather against unions on December 
12th and passed the Hobbs bill 
(H.R. 32) over the protests of the 
AFL, CIO and the Railroad Broth- 
erhoods, it did so on a voice vote 
and thus avoided a roll call. But 
there is a record on the issue worth 
remembering for the 1946 Congres- 
sional elections. 


On the day prior to passage of 
the Hobbs bill, the House voted to 
adopt a rule to make it the current 
business at the next session. This 
action was accompanied by a roll 
call vote, with the anti-labor forces 
winning 259-108. 

And just previously, the House 
voted down, 200 to 182, a move to 
bring up the very broad and vicious 
Smith-Arends bill repealing the 
Smith-Connally act. A total of 64 
representatives who voted against 
the Smith-Arends bill becoming 
pending business, changed sides a 
few moments later to stand up 
against organized labor by support- 
ing the rule on the Hobbs measure, 
which is a frontal attack on the 
Brotherhood of Teamsters (AFL) 
and the loopholes that could be 
used against any labor activity, in- 
cluding the check-off and the right 
to strike. 


These 64 who switched their votes 
included 48 Republicans and 16 
Democrats. Many of them are from 
industrial communities.
